lim iting factor in Adams County." 
Erosion A Problem 
W ater on top the soil is a problem 
in th a t slightly more th an half of 
the acreage in the county is .subject 
to erosion, according to the report. 
The county has 336 640 acres of land. 
The report shows "there are a p ­ 
proxim ately 170.000 acres of crop­ 
land in the county subject to the 
eroftlon m enace." The figure retral* 
th a t Just about all of the available 
cropland is in process of erosion, 
for the survey lists the cropland at 
‘‘approxim ately 175.622 acres" 
Th© m ajor objective of soil and 
water conservation in the county “is 
to put each acre 01 land to its best 
Ute to control erosion and m aintain 
production.” the report states, ad d ­ 
ing: “The land owners in general 
are showing a willingness to co­ 
operate with the conservation agen­ 
cies in adm inistering soil and water 
conservation practice*.’’ 
Need Conservation 
Pointing out tha< "the removal of 
plantfood nutrients from the soil 
by erosion and leaching must be 
checked.” the report states. 
This 
loss can only be checked by proper 
conservation 
m easures.” 
It adds: 
‘‘Interest in conservation m easures 
is being intestifled as the farm ers 
observe the results of existing prac­ 
tices on neighboring farms. Through 
small neighborhood groups, conser­ 
vation practices can be better ex­ 
plained to ethel* 
The farm ers in 


the 
county 
who 
are 
practicing 
conservation measures can be of 
great assistance in breaking down 
resistance of other farm ers who do 
not use conservation m easures.” 
Of tile cropland in tile county 
about 5,UGO acres are located on 
steep slopes and should be m ain­ 
tained in pasture, while approxi­ 
m ately 1.000 acres of crop land are 
on slopes so st^ep they should be 
allowed to return to woodland and 
wildlife, the report shows. 
Drainage is a problem on 100.000 
acres oi cropland in the county, ac­ 
cording to the report. There are 
about 5.000 acres of very poorly 
drained 
and 
frequently 
flooded 
lands, and there a ir about 
1.000 
acres of cropland so poorly drained 
and so subject to frequent flooding 
th at they should be used only for 
woodland and wildlife.

Tlte county also has aoout 15.000 
acres of shallow, droughty cropland 
on 
which lack of m oisture is a 
onstaivi problem. In addition the 
county has about 
5.000 acres of 
cropland with a stony, very shallow 
and very heavy type of soil, in which 
the problem is so severe th a t only 
perennial hay and pasture should be 
grown, and about IOO of those acres 
should be perm itted to revert to 
woodland and wildlife purposes. 
The county has 75 miles of stream 
bank subject to erosion, according 
to the report, and about 40 miles of 
stream s whose channels need im ­ 
provement 
Mincy Creek is subject 
to the most extreme siltation in the 
county Opossum, Com wago. Rock. 
Berm udian and M arsh Creeks are 
affected by ordinary siltation. 
Because the soil of the county, "a> 
a general rule, is low in its water 
holding capacity,” the county has 
a high run-off of water during rainy 
periods,

That is the way the general's 
aides privately are sum m ing up 
the gen eral’s position on Stalin's 
stated interest in ending the Ko­ 
rean W ar and his indicated willing­ 
ness to confer with Eisenhower in a 
move to ease world tension. 
The g en eral reportedly will in­ 
sist that the new adm inistration 
know in advance just w hat Stalin 
has in m ind before thinking se­ 
riously about any face-to-tace con­

leader. 
And he is understood to feel there 
m ust s o m e h o w be som e con­ 
vincing 
dem onstration

forerunner of any m eeting. 
No Great Optimism

Even sm all bits of bark 
left on posts increase and other­ 
wise aggravate decay.

served in the length of life of sea­ 
soned and unseasoned fence posts. 
However, where posts are to be 
treated with a preservative before 
setting them , it is, of course, nec­ 
essary to season the tim ber in o r­ 
der to force the oil into the wood 
tissues and pores. 
Black locust and black walnut 
are by far the m ost durable of 
native 
tim bers 
in 
contact 
with 
dam pness and soil. W esterners of­ 
ten claim 
with considerable evi­ 
dence on their side that Osage 
orange posts outlast even locust, 
black walnut and cedar. Several 
examples of 
black 
walnut 
posts 
sound after 50 years in the ground 
are one record. And the same Is 
true of black locust. 
In seem s advisable to tre a t fence 
posts and poles with coal-tar creo­ 
sote 
before 
setting 
them . 
Such 
posts should be cut after the trees 
are dorm ant and stacked until the 
wood is well seasoned. It Is im ­ 
portant to rem em ber that a green 
post will not absorb enough preserv­ 
ative to prolong Its life.

m ethods of storing the

Dissolve one of 1 
these in three gallons of wi*er in 1 
which one-third cup plus one level 
tablespoonful of salt has been dis­ 
solved.

best seasoned tim ber absorbs the 
most oil. 
T reated tim bers should be stood 
upside down for a day or two or 
longer to perm it the oil to run 
deeper along the veins *The nearer 
the oil can be held at 200 to 220 
degrees but no higher during the 
treatm ent the better results are 
obtained In im parting longer life 
and better service to treated farm 
tim bers.

born in Bergen County, N. J., in 
1751.

Before coming to Conewago he was 
what we shall now call a ‘home 
m issionary,’ having been sent by 
the General Synod ‘to the north* 
to the early settlers in the north­ 
ern counties of New York State. 
After his pastorate was concluded 
at Conewago he returned to New 
Jersey, where he had a pastorate, 
from which he went to New York 
State, where he died in active serv­ 
ice in 1813. 
“These 
two 
pastors. 
Cornelius 
Cosine 
and 
George 
Brinkerhoff, 
were 
all 
the 
Conewago Church 
ever had. Mr. Brinkerhoff resigned 
in November, 1793, on account of 
the breaking 
up of the congrega­ 
tion. And so. soon do we approach 
the end 
of

history of

church and indeed of the colony 
as a whole. H ardly m ore than a 
single generation intervened be­ 
tween their arrival at Conewago 
and their leaving again for more 
distant parts, or, as perhaps we

This describes the beginning and 
developm ent 
of the 
Low 
Dutch 
Colony of Conewago, and we have 
given the outline of the history of 
its church, 1769 to 1793. In a con­ 
tinuance of this subject, we shall 
describe som e of the features of 
their life while at Conewago. and 
particularly the breaking up of the 
congregation, as a result of the 
movem ent of the greater part of 
the colony to distant parts.

grees the cam of the distributor 
shaft should m ove while the break­ 
er points are closed. The break 
occurs when the shaft moves so 
th at the rubbing block which c a r­ 
ries the breaker arm rides up over 
the next lobe. T here Is a flat sec­ 
tion of the cam between each of 
the lobes and while the block of 
the breaker arm rides this portion 
the points are closed. If the dwell 
angle is 36 degrees it simply m eans 
th at the points stay closed this 
m uch of a com plete revolution of 
the distributor shaft. 
If the angle is too large the 
points are closed too long and the 
spark is late. 
What Price Distinction?

What Of Crankcase Acids? 
From my discussion with engi­ 
neers I gather that the risk of dam ­ 
age to motor p arts from the acid 
content of m otor oil is a subject 
th at has been batted around for 
years without anyone being fcon- 
vinced that this is any problem at 
all. So m any other things are of 
real im portance oil refiners and 
the car designers eondem them ­ 
selves with trying to safeguard the 
engine against those hazards which 
are known to be detrim ental to 
long life and efficiency. Thus they 
currently provide for m echanical 
filtration to rem ove abrasives from 
the engine via the oil stream , and 
use detergent* in the oil to dislodge 
substances such as gums and var­ 
nishes which can cause so much 
valve and ring stlckage. Diluent is 
best rem oved by m ore efficient use 
of the car and, lf this isn t possi­ 
ble, 
then by 
m ore frequent oil 
changes.
